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GENERAL ELECTION 
IN DOMINION ON 
MONDAY, JUNE 11 


All Candidates to be 
Nominated by May 14th 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King an- 
nounced Friday in the Commons that 
the Dominion General Election would 
be held on Monday, June 11th. 

It will be Canada’s first general 
election in five years and will be the 
first time that Mr, King, in 18 years 
of office, has allowed a parliament to 
run its full constitutional five-year 
term. The life of Parliament expired 
on April 17th, 

While prospects are bright for the 
election being fought with Canada at 
peace with Germany, the election will 
probably be a peacetime one, in that 
the issues debated will relate to post- 
war matters, 

Under the Election Act enumerat- 
ers of voters must begin 49 days be- 
fore polling. Nomination day is four
